St. Petersburg, Rug. 4. — Probably 
ro t mote thau 30,000 workmen were 
out when the general strike w ent offi­ 
cially into force at noon today. 
The final decision to call the strike, 
so hastily taken T hursday ulght, has 
kept the police busy putting ringlead* 
era behind the bars. 
Great confusion prevail: among va­ 
rious organizations scheduled to begin 
striking i t different places and at dif­ 
ferent tim es. 
T hereiore, the Inaugura­ 
tion of th e strike lacks snap, and it is 
evident, its success will depend on the 
tem p er of the m asses 
Leaders have 
been m ore or less demoralized by the 
energy displayed by the government 
In breaking up workm en’s 
organiza­ 
tions, and unless the people spontane­ 
ously respond to the call the strike 
m u st end In an early failure. 
All eyes are turned on Moscow a n J 
the provinces. 
St. Petersburg, 
the 
governm ent’s 
stronghold, is expected to be the last 
to succumb to the state of anarchy 
Into which Revolutionists have under­ 
taken to plunge the country. 
T he bat­ 
tle cry of the strike, “a ^c o n v o c atio n 
of parliament for the purpose of elab­ 
oration of law providing for a constitu­ 
ent assembly,” does not ring true, and, 
In fact, is simply a peaceful slogan, to 
be abandoned if the governm ent tot­ 
ters when the true colors will be run 
up. 
Members of w orkm en’s council in 
conjunction with radical groups of the 
outlawed parliam ent have m ade defi­ 
nite arrangem ents to proclaim th em ­ 
selves a provisional governm ent lf suc­ 
cess crowns their efforts, but u rless 
the whole army sides with th e Revo­ 
lutionists thog. In control of the gov­ 
ernm ent are convinced a strike will 
end In failure. 
A prominent m em ber of the govern­ 
ment, 
who is in com plete 
sym pathy 
with the decision tak e n at P eterhof to 
fight 
the 
revolution, 
energetically 
points out the w o rk m en ’s unions are 
without funds to carry on a pro tract­ 
ed struggle, and he is disposed, like 
many of his class, to contend th a t the 
real power behind th e scenes is the 
rich Jew s, w-ho a re interested in s trik ­ 
ing a blow at R ussia's credit, which 
will compel the governm ent to com e 
to term s on tho Jew ish question.
